The Farm Bloc's Foreign Policy 


lftfT*HEEE weeks ago, on Dec. 11, several hundred repre- 
,_- A sentatives of farmers' organizations gathered in Chi- 
""cago at a meeting of the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
^tioii, and heard some wholesome truths about the relation 
'-between American farm prosperity and the restoration of 
Europe. 


Georges Clemenceau was one of the speakers who 


pointed out this connection. "Mankind cannot be isolated," 
he observed. "What would you do with your land ? You 


•- produce more than you eat . . . if you can't get a foreign 
market, what are you going to do with your grain ? " Bern- 
ard M. Baruch emphasized the same point with an impres- 
sive array of facts. 


No one can say how wide has been the influence of 


. these speeches; yet today it is evident that the sentiment of 
the middle west toward European affairs is undergoing a 
rapid and sweeping change. Senator Borah, bitter oppon- 
ent of "foreign entanglements," proposes that the United 
States call an international economic conference. Senator 
Brookhart, radical representative of the farmer state of 
Iowa, supports him. bo does Senator Ladd of North Da- 
kota. So, with reservations, does Senator Cummins. The 
middle-west has been opposed to reduction or cancellation 
of the Allied debts: yet now the members of the farm bloc 
are urging a conference which quite possibly mav recom- 
mend such action.
